“An. Australian Traveller's - 
Views.

‘Germany appears to be in ap 
unenvisble position at the present 
time from the point of view of 
commercial enterprise, aad Over- 
seas buyers who attempt tosecure 
certain lines of German.made 
goods will probably be sadiy dis- 
appointed, according to a letter 
received from an Australian who 
has recently been travelling in 
that country which we are per- 
mitted to pablish. 

“T have just hed three weeks 
on the’ Continent and expressly 
visited all the centresin Germany 
engaged in the production of the 
goods which we are producing in 
Australis,” the traveller writes. 
“TE was taken to the Germano 
factories by a friend and in many 
instances was shown the methods 
af prodoction. 

“It is impossible for the -Ger- 
man msoofscturer to know the 
cost of his materia! from day 
to day,” continued .the corres- 
pondent. ‘Wages are rising 
almost weekly,” he says, “the 
consequence being that the Ger- 
man manufacturer is forced to 
adopt the policy of booking orders 
at prices ruling when delivery is, 
made. Some factories iosist on 
balf cash with order. Prices are 
quoted ax. factory and railway 
freights are rising constantly. 
Time of delivery ig the most un- 
certain of all the conditions. 

‘In some cases materials are 
impossible to obtain and delivery 
is never made,” the traveller 
states. “My impression is tbat 
the German manufacturer is 
giving preference to domestic 
tradeanod to the markets which 
are nearest to Germany. I 
consider it practically inipossible 
to place indent ordera under. the 
conditions prevailing. Any firm 
which does go will be disappointed

OUR MILITARY 
CONTRIBUTION. 


We remember the time, not so 
meoy years ago, when thera was 
an agitation amongst -our Un- 
officials aiming to ix Hongkong’s 


Military Contribution at a sam of 


ote million collars a year. That 
wastather more than the average 
then prevailing. We wonder what 
these acitaters would now say on 


teing told tha: the coatribution for 


the coming yearis estimated at 
considersbiy over threa millions? 
Forthe baneSt of the uninitiated, 
it should ba, explained tha: the 
contribution is calculated on 29 
per cent, of the Colons’s revenue, 
after certain sources, such as the 
opium monopoly, the railway, 
widows’ and orphans’ pensions 
contributions and land sales, bave 
been deducted frome the tozal. 


But, sense, it 
is really a naval, and not 
a militars, contribution at all, 
the term “military” being used 
in its broad sense. So much is 
evident from some observations 
made ig Sir Frederick Lugard’s 
recently-publi:hed book on “Tae 
Doal Mandate,” in whick he 
argues that “when a Colony has 
reached a stage of prosperity it 
should be asked to make some 
contribution to the Navy, on 
which it depends for its defence. 
from” its surplus revenue—viz 
from the balance remaining after 
ordinary administrative expendi- 
tore has been met—which is the 
measure of its prosperity and is 
normalis devoted to development. 
The principle,” sars Sir Frederick, 
“bas long been in application in 
our Hastern Colonies, where 5 
Military Contribution is levied— 
not with their consent and not 
for the purpose of maintaining 
troops for the preservation of law 
and orderin the Colonies them- 
selves.” 7 

With the growth of.the Colony 
and the consequent increase in re- 
venue, our contribution to the Jm- 
perial exchequer. naturally keeps 
onthe upward grade. On looking 
up the most recent figures we fiad 
thatthe emount actually spent in 
1921 was $2,286,786 and that the 
‘revised estimate for the current 
year comes to‘ $3,194,630, For 
the coming twelve months, the 
estimated figure is no less then 
$3,760,401, and, inasmuch as’ re- 
venue -hes been conservatively 
calculsted, it may well_ exceed 
that sum.

There appears* 
to be plenty of mouey in AMoy- 
bur, with the Commissioner, wo 
agree that it is regrettable that 
the snsplus capital available is 
pot invested more largely in re- 
productive investments, such as 
the building of railways and the 
onening of mines, which would 
provige employment for the pop- 
otation, inereass the value of 
agriculture! producta, create new 
industries snd develop the port. 
Joint stock companies could do 
a world of good to China, but, 
unhappily, the co-operative 
spirit, the, trast Jn others, is not 
too marked amongst Chinese 
with money to apare.. : . 


The Macao Incident. 


From our Mecao correspond- 
ent’s remarks it appears that the 
strike over the recent lamentable 
outbreak “is considered to have 
died anaturat death.” Not quite, 
however, as the shops have not 
completely reopened, which 
testifies, tothe proverbial capacity 
ofthe Chinese for passive resist- 
ance. - Whether this tesistance 
bas been spontaneous or due to 
suild promptings is a question. 
There is no doub: about the guild 
promptings, but it may bz that 
the shops would have put, the 
ahutters up of their own acdord. 
But there is no purpose in pur- 
suing that point now that ao 
eading isin sight. In regard to 
allowances: to the families of 
those killed an¢ to the woitoded, 
a compromise has’ been reached. 
While dengsing liability, tb 
Macao authorities have made 
icompassionate graats, following 
the procedure’ bere over the 
Shatin disorder. To mark the 
voluotary nature of the grants, 
paymweot must be - obtained 
through a benevolent, organisa- 
tion, the Santa Casa da Misori- 
cardia. Tathe families of those 
killed at Shatie, oor Governmen: 
made graots of $1,030, which may 
be considered liberal. Macao 
grants $690, a fairly reasonable 
sum. Itisnotcertain yet that the 
matter is finally disposed of, but, 
baving advanced so far, the 
parties should bave. no great 
difficulty now im reachiog & 
settlement. . 


Germany's Merchant Ships. 


However it has been'done, there 
is no doubt that the German Mer- 
cantile Marine has effected an 
astonishing recovery in @ brief 
eriod. Before the war Germany 
was second only to Britain—sed 
fongs intercallo, Her tonnage was 
then about five millions, and 
5,090,C00 was reduced to 500,000 
as the resuft of the conflict. 
‘Lioyd’s Register statistics showed 


an increase to 652,000 tong at the| 


end of June 1921. This modest 
expansion, bowever, ix dwarfed by 
the figures for a year later, dur- 
ing which Germany constrac- 
ted or acquired 1,131,000 tone. 
This brings her fleet up to nearly 
4,800,000 tons, so that, whereas it 
was reduced to e tenth, it has 
reached a third of the pre-war 
dimensions. During this period 
of German activity, both British 
and American yards bave been 
quiet, so that the new republic is 
‘making up very _considereble 
leeway. =”

AN UNENVIASLE 
Prisoner’s Life of Crime. 
A. woelldressed. man, of a 

superior type, named Kwaa lo-' 
chi, with « number of aliases, 
‘appeared before Mr. Justice 
Wood atthe Criminal Sessions, 
this morning, charged with rob 
bing two Chinese women of a 
quantity of jewelers and with 
resurning from banishment. The 
casa apparentiy aroused great 
interest. amongst a certai® class 
of Chinese, for during the pro 
ceedings the body of the small 
Court was crowded, a large num- 
ber of smartly ciothed women 
being amongst the spectators. 

Fo charges of stealing from 
onegof the women prisaner said: 

~“Tdid rob. but IT didn't. rob se 
much.” This was taken as 
a plea of nor guilty. To 
tha other charges accused pleaded 
guilty and Mr. H. Holmes (ra- 
presenting the Crown) said be 
would accept those pleas and 

- would tender no evidence. 

Presioos convictions showed 
that prisoner had a fong criminal 
“record. In 1909 he waa banished 
tor 5 sears after completing a)

Whatcan 
be more hateful. if they again 
cepeat their shameful deed and 
rejoice over it?" The advertise- 
ment further charged plaintiffs 

-with being ignorant and stupid. 
and termed them as traitors. 
“Such “an advertisemen’, con- 
sinued Mr. Macleod, was calculat- 
ed to do harm and cause strife 
among seamen, as it at-empted to 
show how shamel-ssan organiza- 
tion plaintiffs were. Counset 
then submitted that the inference 
was that Lin was connected with 
tho pablication of the notice. 
The public press was no} a place 
to offer public insults of this sort, 
regardless of who was in the right 
and who was in the wrong. 

The advertising manager of the 
Shanghai fournal of Commerce 
was then called and produced the 
original copy ofthe advertisement.
